He 
refused to say whether Israel was 
seeking suofc equipment. Insisting 
that such communications were 
part of America's "privileged ex- 
change” with a no the r country. 

In Riyadh, Saudi Defence 
Minister Prince Sultan Ibn Ab- 
dulaziz denounced the U.S. 
Congress for trying to block the 
sale. 

”Our reply to this Is that the 
kingdom will never ask for a 
weapon and be refused,” Prince 
Sultan told officers graduating from 
the Saudi staff college. 

A Kuwaiti newspaper, “AI-Rai Al- 
Aam", supported Saudi Arabia’s 
anger and urged Arabs “to use their 
oh,- human and military po tentials 
to get rid of the American night- 
mare and to achieve self-reliance.’! 

In Moscow, & leading Soviet ex- 
pert on the Middle East said Saudi 
Arabia was disillusioned with the 
U.S. and suggested the - time was 
ripe to open diplomatic relations 
between Riyadh and Moscow. 

Igor Belyayev wrote an article in 
the weekly “Literary Gazette” say* 
ing, “Hie internal and' foreign 
policy situation In 8&udl Arabia Is 
changing ... Not a trace remains of 
the former confidence that' special 
relations with the UJ3. wdre a pan- 
acea for all fils ..." 

He quoted a Saudi prince aa say- 
ing privately that the U.S. “la 
nothing mare than a giant with feet 
of . clay,” and asserted that some 
members of -the ruling family 
thought it. was time to renew 
diplomatic ties with the Soviet 
Union.

TEL AVIV. — Labour Party chair- 
man Shimon Peres last night hinted 
that former prime minister Yitzhak 
Rabin could possibly serve in a 
future Peres government. Peres 
has poured cold water on the idea in 
the past. 

.Appearing on the “Mabat” televi- 
sion Interview programme last 
night, Peres said that “one condi- 
tion would be that Rabin takes back 
what he has said about me..Jtie bad 
disqualified me.” 

However. Peres was not positive 
that a government including both 
rivals could function. "That would 
depend on the conscience of those 
who join It," he said,' apparently 
alluding to Rabin. He called on 
everyone In the party to desist 
“from internal battles. The nation 
Is tired of this fight. Let's leave 
challenges for the party conven- 
tion.” 

Peres belittled recent public opi- 
nion polls that indicate Rabin's 
greater popularity, -likening the 
polls to yo-yos. 

Peres reiterated his claim of hav- 
ing receives “reliable information 
about King Hussein's readiness to 
enter into negotiations with Israel. 
But Peres would not divulge Ms 
sources, adding only that Hussein’s 
denials must not be taken at face 
value. 

According to Peres, Labour 
would not cede Jerusalem, the Jor- 
dan Rift or the Etzion Bloc to Jor- 
dan. As for the rest, “the size of the 
concession would depend on the 
degree of peace offered.” 

The Labour leader said talks with 
local West Bank leaders are not 
much of an alternative to the “Jor- 
danian option,” because the leaders 
are under pressure from both Jor- 
dan and the PLO. Peres doubted 
that autonomy in Judea and 
Samaria could ever be im- 
plemented, but it could first be tried 
in Gaza. 

On Jerusalem there Is full 
national consensus, Peres said, 
the only concession could be in 
religious symbols, not sovereignty. 

A Moslem flag is possible over the 
Dome of the Rock, but no flag of an 
Arab state, he said. • 


Hitches expected today 
on public wage pact

Efforts will be made today to sign 
the gvvermnent>Histadrut agree- 
ment determining wages in the 
public sector. But the signing may 
be held up by disagreements within 
the Histadrut, where some trade 
unions are unwilling to go along 
with the agreement In Its present 
form. And on the government’s 
side, there is reluctance to update 
tax brackets fully. This morning, 
civil service commissioner Eitan 
Jacobson will make a last-ditch ef- 
fort to persuade the secretaries of 
the dissenting, trade unions to sign. 
If they refuse, they are expected to 
declare a labour dispute. 

Most of the trade union 
secretaries oppose the agreement, 
claiming that they were excluded 
from the last stages of the 
negotiations. 

In a stormy meeting at Histadrut 
headquarters in Tel Aviv yester- 
day, the secretaries of the 
engineers, mechanics, social 
science and humanities graduates,' 
microbiologists, pharmacists, 
nurses and lawyers unions claimed 
that until that afternoon they had 


agree- 


not even known what the 
m'ent was about. 

The chairman of the Hlstadrut'a 
Trade Union Section. Yisrael 
Kessar, gave them details of the 
agreement only at mid-day saying 
that the Histadrut had wanted to 
-prevent leakages. He explained 
that the Histadrut feared details of 
the agreement reaching the 
economic cabinet early enough for 
certain ministers to veto it. 

Histadrut sources said that tire 
clerks and civil servants unions 
have retracted their opposltion'and 
are now ready to sign the agree- 
ment.

But their secretaries have said 
that if unions opposing the agree- 
ment achieve better terms, they too 
will demand more money. 

Unions opposed to the agreement 
also claim that while it gives them 
two annual rises of 7.5 per cent, It 
completely Ignores additional pay.

At the end of yesterday's 
meeting, the union secretaries said 
they would ask the Histadrut to con- 
vene Its Central Committee to dis- 
cuss what they called the “flawed'

Sadat criticizes 
Caries failure 
to check Soviets

Lebanese government leaders 
yesterday expressed concern over 
the Ehalangist war machine which 
has taken absolute control of East 
Beirut and other regions after stun- 
ning Its rival Christian miUHnu in a 
three-day blitzkrieg. 

Now that they have demonstrated 
their supremacy, the Fhalanglsts 
are negotiating with other QxriztUm 
groupings on . the formation of a 
national guard force in an apparent 
prelude to declaring autonomy in 
Lebanon’s Christian enclaves. 

The Phalangists have been ad- 
vocating that the nation's 1.5 million 
Christians should get some form of 
self-rule in any settlement that 
transforms the four-year civil war 
armistice Into a national reconcilia- 
tion with the country’s local Moslem 
and Palestinian communities. 

The Phalangists on Tuesday 
crippled their main rival militias In 
the National Liberal Party whose 
leader, former president Camille 
Chamoun, Issued statements 
amounting to a surrender. 

Premier Selim al-Hoss yesterday 
warned that the Phalangists might 
be heading towards establishing an 
authority which could undermine 
that of the central go vern ment in 
Beirut. 

Hass, a Moslem, implied that he 
was seeking the immediate in- 
tervention of the government’s 
fledgling army. But Christian Presi- 
dent Telia* Sar kis said that the ar- 
my, which had disintegrated in the 
civil war, was still in no position to 
mount missions on behalf of the 
government. 

The position of the 25,000 Syrian 
troops who have been policing the 
armistice in Lebanon remained un- 
clear by late last night with regard 
to the Phalangfst challenge. 

The Syrians were seen likely to 
help Hoss in harassing the 
Phalangists unless the latter In- 


itialled a dialogue with the central 
government . 

In the meantime, the Syrians 
appeared less than disappointed 
that the Fhalanglsts have broken 
Chamoun, who has been 
Damascus’s arch foe In Lebanon. 

Gbamoun's defeat was coupled 
with Pbalanglat statements that 
they had confiscated a good deal of 
Israeli weaponry, including tanks, 
which had been in the possession of 
their rival Christian militias. 

UPI adds': 

The Phalangists yesterday con- 
solidated their grip on a vast area 
after crushing the militia of the 
National Liberal Party. 

The artillery, rocket, tank, 
machinegun and hand-to-hand 
battles left as many as 140 dead, 750 
wounded and hundreds tafcm prisoner 
In Lebanon’s worst bout of com? 
munal fighting since the 1975-78 
civil war, police and independent 
sources said. 

The Phalanglst militias occupied; 
burned and demo lishe d ’doz ens of 
National Liberal Party offices and 
military barracks In a major offen- 
sive which started Monday. 

By late Tuesday night the 
Phalanglst's heavily armed force of 
20,000 militiamen were in total con- 
trol of territory stretching from 
Christian East Beirut to the out- 
skirts of Coastal BybJos, 45 km. to 
the north, and a heavily populated 
region 80 km. to 60 km. Inland from 
the two coastal cities. 

In the blitzkrieg, the Phalangfst 
militiamen used everything from 
Israeli-supplied Super-Sherman 
tanks, to long-range artillery 
rockets and mortars they claimed 
to have confiscated from their 
rivals. They routed the out- 
numbered, but similarly armed, 
“Tigers” militia of the National 
Liberal Party from their coastal 
and mountain strongholds, 
witnesses said.

CAIRO (UPI). — President Anwar 
Sadat rapped the Carter ad 
ministration yesterday for failure 
to check the Soviet infiltration of 
the Middle East and Africa and said 
he was prepared to. extend political 
and military assistance to. Saudi 
Arabia to shore up the “shaking" 
Gulf region. 

Sadat said he opposed the par- 
ticipation of Yasser Arafat’s 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
in Middle East peace talks at this 
stage and criticized Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin for “stopping half- 
way*’ in the peace process. 

Sadat's remarks were made 
Tuesday night in an interview with 
a Japanese television network. The 
Arabic text was distributed yester- 
day by the state^ontrdlled Middle 
East News Agency. 

Sadat said he has urged the 
Americans for the past three yean 
to “shed off the Vietnam complex- 
...which gave the Soviet Union the 
opportunity to infiltrate Africa and 
the Middle East.” 

Sadat said the "entire Gulf region 
is shaking, not only Saudi Arabia, 
but all the emirates and 
sheikhdoms there, mainly because 
of the Iranian revolution.” He said 
he wishes to “establish the best 
possible relations wltb Saudi 
Arabia, because these have always 
been historical and traditional 
relations." 


Anderson: Pressure on 
Israel no path to peace

John Anderson, the independent 
U.S. presidential candidate, last 
night reaffirmed his support of the 
Camp David peace process as an 
'indispensible contribution toward 
a viable solution of fee. rem ainin g 
issues In fee dispute between Israel 
and her Arab neighbours.” 

But he took exception to some of 
Ms “feGow countrymen who believe 
that peace can be pursued by 
pressure on Israel or by deliberate- 
ly increasing tensions between the 
Israel and American 
governments.” 

Anderson delivered what 
amounted to a major Middle East 
policy address at a dinner given In 
Ms honour at tte l K3ng David Hotel 
in Jerusalem by Justice Minister 
Shmuel Tamir on behalf of the 
Israel government. He also criticiz- 
ed fee recent initiative of the Euro- 
pean Community which, he believ- 
ed, would not help reduce tensions 
.or create conditions for an enduring 
settlement in the region. 


Calling Israel a “valued strategic 
partner” for fee U.S. and for the 
safeguarding of Western interests, 
Anderson, however, took 
Republican candidate Ronald 
Reagan to task, without mentioning 
his name, for speaking of Israel as 
an "asset" in order “to advertise 
his ties to your country." Calling it 
an offensive term, Anderson said 
an asset” was an object to be 
manipulated, to be used, to be 
handled for the convenience of 
others." 

Anderson stressed feat it was a 
mistake to think that solving the 
Palestinian question would be a 
panacea for all the problems which 
plague the Middle East. He called 
on those who believe that the PLO 
has moderated its key position to 
provide proof of that. “After what 
happened at Mlsgav Am and 
Hebron, and following fee Fatah's 
reaffirmation of its charter calling 
for the dissolution of fee State of 
Israel, the burden of that proof

Foreign news agencies said feat 
fee two sides were warring mainly 
over a long-term economic strategy 
draft, including fee iasue of oil as a 
political weapon. 

Amman reports had earlier said 
that fee conference had set up a 
committee to recommend an Arab 
alternative to fee Camp David 
peace framework which laid the 
ground for fee Iarael-Egyptian 
peace treaty and the proposed 
autonomy for fee West Bank and 
the Gaza Strip. 


Carrington urges PLO to spurn Fatah call 


LONDON (Reuter). — Foreign 
Secretary Lord Carrington yester- 
day urged fee Palestine Liberation 
Organization to dissociate Itself 
from a Fatah call for fee establish- 
ment of a democratic' state in 
Palestine.

Gur charged with kidnap-murder

TEL AVIV. — Evi Gur yesterday 
was charged wife kidnapping and 
‘ murdering eight-year-old Oron 
Tax den and was remanded In police 
custody until the end of Ms trial. 

The hearing in Tel Aviv District 
Court lasted only five minutes, and 
Gur, who washot represented by a 
lawyer, told Judge David WaUach, 
"I have nothing to say. I prefer to 
remain in custody.” He airiced the 
court to appoint a lawyer for Mm. 

When Gur was brought in to fee 
packed courtroom at 2:18 p.m., Ms 
wrists were handcuffed to two ■ 
policemen. He wore a white' shirt 
and jeans. He lowered his gaze to 
fee ground and only once said to fee 
photographers, “Enough." 

Gur. who seemed frightened, told 
the court that until femi he had been 
held alone In a jail.dell and had had 
no contact wife fee outside world. 

At fee openfog of the hearing, fee 
first senior deputy to fee central 
district attorney, Ludwig Peles, 
told the court that fee charge sheet 
had been presented and, according 
to criminal law, be asked feat Gur 
be detained until the end of the 
judicial process. 

More than 1W policemen sur- 
rounded fee courthouse on Rehov 
Weizman.In addition, some SO 
policemen guarded fee defendant 
inside fee courthouse from possible 
attack. But there were no distur- 
bances; order prevailed throughout ; 
the hearing. 

The charge sheet is signed by 
Central District Attorney Sarah 
Sirota. Gur is charged with kidnap- 
ping Oron Yarden from fee com- 
mercial centre near his home -in 
Savyon last June 8. 

It also charges that between June 
8 and June 10 he strangled Oron by 
pressing on Ms throat. This happen- 


ed after he received the IS 200.000 
ransom, and he did so in an attempt 
to evade punishment for kidnap- 
ping and extortion, the' indictment 
says. 

The charge sheet claims that Gur 
altered the licence plates of Ms car 
so that, if he were_ spotted, fee 
witness would be~ unable to 
report the correct number to the 
police. 

It also charged that on April 24, 
1980, In Kfar Shxnaryabu, fee defen- 
dant waited near his Fiat 600 car to 
»kldnap an 11 -year-old boy, by 
pretending to fix Ms car and a s k i n g 
the boy to get in the vehicle and 
start the car. “When fee boy got in, 
the defendant also got is, closed fee 
door and drove to fee Herzliya air- 
port. The boy and Gur saw a man 
get into a plane, and Gur told the 
boy to get down or else he would 
strangle him," the charge sheet 
says. 

The charge sheet continues: 
"When fee boy tried to. escape, the 
defendant grabbed him by fee back 


of the neck and pulled him back; 
but later, when fee boy began 
shouting, he let Mm go, afraid that 
someone had identified him." 

On fee day Oron Yarden wad kid- 
napped, it is charged, the defendant 
came to Savyon and saw the 8-year- 
old boy playing wife Ms bicycle at 
the entrance to Savyon from Ganei 
Yehuda. He managed to persuade 
fee trusting boy to get into his car, 
and drove with him to Rlshon Le- 
zion. He called .Oron’s mother, 
Fnlna Yarden, telling her that he 
had Oron and that he wanted 
money. 

The next day at 7:45 a.m. the 
defendant called again and spoke to 
.Oron’s father, Amos Yarden, 
demanding XS200.000 in ransom. 

The charge sheet also tells of the 
defendant’s other conversations 
wife the Yarden family, and of his 
instructions about where and how 
to leave fee money. 

If Gur la convicted of all the 
abarges, he could get life plus 20 
years In jail.

Yesterday’s discussions of the 
proposed cuts in subsidies to export 
credits — between Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz and Bank 
of Israel Governor Amon Gafny on 
the one hand, and Industry, Trade 
and Tourism Minister Gideon Patt 
on the other — produced no agreed 
formula, and the talks will continue 
next week. 

Patt yesterday told The 
Jerusalem Post that he had manag- 
ed "to repulse" the iw»h*i demand 
of the Bank of Israel for full linkage 
of export credits to the exchange 
rate. 

According to Patt, any worsening 
of the conditions for exports wlU 
slaughter the only goose that lays 
golden eggs. Israel’s economic 
problems have no solution unless 
exports .are increased, he said. 

The Treasury and the Bank of 
Israel have made a common front 
on this issue, and Insist on reducing 
the subsidy to export credits im- 
plied In the present low interest 
rates. Patt.- on the other hand. 


stoutly defends the Industrialists. 

Government sources predict that 
the final result of the discussions 
will be a cut in these subsidies, but 
by less than the Bank of Israel re- 
quested. As reported earlier, the 
Bank of Israel wants credits for ex- 
ports granted in domestic currency 
to be linked to SO per cent of the 
change in the exchange rate, in- 
stead of the 30.5 per cent interest 
that they pay on unlinked loans. 

Patt said yesterday that with the 
current slowdown in the domestic 
market, if exports also slow down, 
the economy may sink into stagna- 
tion, with more than 100,000 un- 
employed. According to Patt, the 
export credits now granted are not 
excessive, and the IS2.1& of the 
subsidy represented by low interest 
rates Is only a sixth of what would 
have had to be paid if the direct sub- 
sidies in force before October 19T7 
had been retained. 

Patt added that Israel is compell- 
ed to subsidize its exports because 
other countries do the same. He 
mentioned the Soviet Union, South 
Africa and Spain as examples.

TEL AVIV. — Dairy farmers are 
demanding an increase' in milk 
prices because of spiralling produc- 
tion costs. Ami Kaplan, head of the 
Dairy Marketing Board said yester- 
day. 

If the government allows the 
farmers to raise the price of raw 
milk, it will result in an Increase to 
the consumer of about the same 
level. The government no longer 
subsidizes' the price of milk to the 
consumer. 

The -farmers at present receive 
IS1.33Ma4itre. They are demanding 
that the price be raised to about 
ISI.50 a litre. 


Kaplan said there is a trend 
towards less milk production. Dur- 
ing April and May, there was about 
10 per cent leas milk in the moshav 
sector and about 8 per cent leas In 
the kibbutz sector. 




Kaplan believes that the low 
profitability for dairy fanners is 
forcing some farmers to look for 
greener pastures. He also noted 
that, because the price of local beef 
bad gone up, some farmers had 
slaughtered good milk cows for 
quick profit. 
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The consumption of milk and 
dairy products is about 10 per cent 
less than for the same period last 
year.

Bad scaffolding 
may have caused 
«Flem roof collapse

An interim report on the collapse 
of the celling at the Jerusalem 
Great Synagogue shows that the 
joints on the scaffolding holding up 
the root were insufficiently 
secured. . 

The Labour Ministry investiga- 
tion into the July 3 accident which 
killed one man and injured four 
others indicates that a combination 
of wire and nails held the crossbars 
of the scaffolding together. 

“These bindings do not ensure 
toughness and stability of the (scaf- 
fold big) framework,” the report 
states. 

Vibrations throughout the struc- 
ture that occurred while the cement 
for the celling was being poured 
may have loosened the scaffolding 
joints, according to the report. 

No final conclusions have yet 
been reached, a spokesman for the 
ministry said.

The Ministerial Defence Com- 
mittee has authorized the construc- 
tion of a new road to the West Bank 
settlement of Ellon March on Jabal 
Kabir despite a legal opinion to the 
contrary from Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir, it was reported 
yesterday. 

Work on the road, which will re- 
quire the expropriation of privately 
owned Arab land in the area, has 
not yet begun. The road is Intended 
to provide better access to the con- 
troversial Jewish settlement out- 
side Nablus. 

If the land Is expropriated, the 
military government will apparent- 
ly be exercising the Jordanian law 
of expropriation for -public pur- 
poses. This would not conflict with 
the original Ellon Moreh ruling. 


which limited expropriation' of 
private land by the powers of 
military occupation to settlement 
that is clearly for security purposes 
only. 

Yesterday it was also reported 
that work on two new settlements in 
the Katif area of the Gaza Strip wifi 
begin within the next few weeks. 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
is finalizing the budget for the con- 
struction of the two settlements. 

A settlement group from the 
Hapoel Hamizrachl movement Is 
due to settle one. of them. 

Another settlement, "Katif Vav,” 
is planned for later this year. The 
three settlements are part of a bloc 
of six to be established In the Katif 
area, which lies between Rafah and

Health Ministry lists suggested dental fees

charge between ISM and IS118 for 
filling a cavity and between IS42 
and IS 123 for a simple extraction, 
according to Health Ministry 
ge lines published yesterday. 

The guidelines give what the 
ministry regards as "reasonable 
and ' acceptable" prices, but the 
prices are not legally binding. 

"Our price list is to let the public 
know what it should be paying and 
enable it to stay dear of dentists 


who overcharge," said a ministry 
spokesman. 

JThe guidelines, which update 
ones published five months ago, 
recommend the' following prices: 
checkup — ISS5-70; single X-ray — 
I3S-15: X-ray of whole mouth — up 
to ISI25;’ surgical extraction — 
IS 96-398; root canal treatment — 
IS 96-398; Sold crown — IS074- 
IS 1,168.

WASHINGTON. — The State 
Department yesterday lashed out 
against the Voice of Hope radio sta- 
tion in Southern Lebanon. 

Spokesman John Trattner in- 
dicated that the U.S. government’s ; 
Internal Revenue Service is in- 
vestigating the tax-exempt status 
of the American evangelists flnah- ' 
clng the radio station, which has 
been sympathetic to the Christian 
militia forces under the control of 
Maj. Sa’ad Haddad. 

The Voice of Hope is owned- by 
High Adventure Ministries. Sup- 
porters of the station, established 
last year, include the Christian 
Broadcasting Network of Virginia 
Beach, Virginia; the Praise the 
Lord network of Charlotte, North 
Carolina; and singer Pat Boone. 

Syndicated columnist Jack 
Anderson reported yesterday that 
the central government of Lebanon 
has protested to the U.S. against the 
private American Involvement In 
the station. 

Spokesman Trattner yesterday 
said the station had been establish- 
ed "illegally — in defiance of 
Lebanese law." He charged that Its 
facilities had been used by Had- 


dad's forces to issue "threats" and 
"Intimidations’’ against “the peo- 
ple of Lebanon,” UN peacekeeping 
forces in Southern Lebanon, and 
. "on one occasion” an American of- 
ficer serving in a liaison capacity 
with- the UN units. 

Trattner said the existence of the 
station was also contrary to U.S. 
policy, which, he said, supports the 
integrity of Lebanon and UN 
Security Council Resolution 425. 
That resolution called tor the exten- 
sion of Lebanese control throughout 
all of Lebanon. 

According to Jack Anderson, the 
station’s ow ner s have rejected for- 
mal appeals from the State Depart- 
ment to shut down their operation. 
Indeed, Anderson said, the 
evangelical group is currently rais- 
ing funds to build a television sta- 
tion and a short-wave transmitter 
in the area. 

At least one concerned member- 
of Congress reportedly requested 
the IRS investigation to determine 
whether High Adventure Ministries 
violated Its religious tax-exempt 
status by engaging In political ac- 
tivity. 

Meanwhile, the State .Depart- 
ment yesterday appealed for ah ead 
to the latest outbreak of fighting in 
Lebanon by "private armies."

The Alignment has launched a 
new bid to amend the Abortion 
Law. This would restore the 
possibility of abortions on social 
and family grounds which the 
Likud repealed last December. 

A private members' bill by Mlcha 
Harish' and Shoshana Arbeli, both 
of the Alignment's Labour wing, 
which was tabled over two months 
ago, will come before the Align- 
ment faction for final approval next 
Monday. 

Approval is certain, and Harish 
and Arbeli hope to present their bill 
tor the preliminary reading next 
Wednesday, organizing as many 
other opposition factions as possi- 
ble to join in the bid. 

Meanwhile, the Aguda faction, 
aroused by the Alignment in- 
itiative, has begun to prepare a 
counter-campaign. 

Shlomo Gross reacted that this Id 
a case of Alignment provocation 
aimed to spread dissension ‘Inside 
the coalition. To our great regret, 
he said, thousands of abortions still 
take place; and the Alignment, 
which is preparing to return to 


power, should concentrate on more 
important matters. 

Yehuda Abramowits said he 
hoped the Alignment faction Itself 
would stop Harish and Arbeli bring- 
ing up their bill. There is no aliya; 
the Arabs are increasing in 
number; and this bin will reduce 
Jewish births — so it must be 
stopped, Abramowitz said. 

The Abortion Law, passed by the 
last Labour administration, includ- 
ed a clause empowering com- 
mittees to authorize an abortion “if 
the continuation of the pregnancy is 
likely to cause serious harm to the 
woman or her children, owing to the 
. difficult family or social conditions 
of the woman and her en- 
vironment/’ 

Agudat Yisrael made their Join- 
ing the Likud coalition in 1977 con- 
ditional on a promise that this 
clause would be repealed. But this 
proved unpopular within coalition 
ranks, and a bill to repeal it was 
defeated in the Knesset last 
November. Aguda’s subsequent 
threat to bring down the coalition 
was responsible for the tightening 
of coalition discipline that got the 
bill passed into law in December.

MKs want law prohibiting

Intermarriage between Jews

(The Press Council has already 
ruled that a suspect's name is not to 
be released before he has been 
brought before a remanding Judge.

Intermarriage between oriental 
and western Jews, which has risen 
slightly in the past decade, plays a 
role In closing the socioeconomic 
gap. Social Affairs Minister Israel 
Katz said yesterday. But Inflation 
works to perpetuate tbe gap, he 
said. 

Speaking at a meeting of the 
Council for Social Services, Katz 
said that more than 20 per cent of 
marriages now are between 
partners from different ethnic 
backgrounds/as compared to just 
over 17 per cent in 1970. 

In a broad outline of tbe issue of 
the ethnic gap, Katz warned that in- 
flation is slowing down what‘ had 
appeared in recent years to be tbe 
accelerating pace of closing the 
?ap- 

And while there been marked 
Improvement in certain areas, the 
gap still remains wide. 

In 1961 only 3 per cent of Afro- 
Asians in Israel had more thaw is 
years of education. In 1978 8.4 per 
cent had that much schooling. 

Some. 85 per cent of the orientals 
in the country in 1978 had from nine 
to 12 years of schooling. In 1961 it 
was less than 20 per cent. 


Katz, - the former head of the 
National Insurance Institute, said 
that nearly 60 per cent of those en- 
joying the benefits of NH child 
allowances are orientals who im- 
migrated to Israel. Some 86 per 
cent of the money paid out to 
families with four children or more 
is going to oriental Jews, Katz said. 

On housing, Katz noted that in 
1967 some 23 per cent .of the Afro- 
Asian community were living in 
conditions classified as crowded — 
more than three people to a room. 
In 1978 the figure had dropped to a 
little less than 12 per cent. 

Project Renewal staff 

The Jewish Agency's Project 
Renewal office has approved a 
programme for training qualified 
social workers in community work. 

Between 15 and 30 people will be 
trained at the Hebrew University’s 
Paul ' Baerwald School of Social 
Work, a school spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Candidates will be chosen from 
staff already working in Project 
Renewal neighbourhoods or those 
willing to commit themselves to 
such service. 


Overtures to 
Soviet Union 
proposed

Faced with this impasse, he' 
believes that Israel ought to explore 
the possibilities of making at least K 
tentative contact with the Russians.; -

at the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem. 

Avineri advocates this step in i- 
order to broaden Israel's room tor % 
manoeuvre. The country could 
refrain from being the' spearhead of 
anti-Soviet policies In the Middle 
East — a role which In any case has ; 
been switched by the Americans! 
from Israel to Egypt and SaudiJ- 
Arabia. 

Also the campaign for the libera- .- 
tion of Soviet Jews could be soft- 
pedalled, be continued, since most; 
of those who want to leave Russia* 
have done so, and the pressure for; 
exit permits today is much smaller;, 
than previously. 

Prof. Yalr Evron, of Tel Aviv: ■ 
University, rejected Avineri ’s; 
proposal about improving Israel's - 
relations with the Soviet Union, ; 
because It could not succeed and 
would only antagonize American ; 
opinion. 

Evron believes that Israel and'; 
the U.S. share a common Interest in;* 
resolving the problem of the West ! 
Bank and Gaza peacefully. This can - 
be done If Israel is ready to make . 
substantial territorial concessions.

. Over 250 women taking courses 
organized by Rabbanit Br&ha 
Kapach of Jerusalem went to the 
president's residence yesterday to 
celebrate the 18 th anniversary of 
tbe establishment of the study 
circles. 

Hanna Zadok, a Yemenite-born 
mother of many children who has 
been studying reading and writing 
for a year, read aloud Psalm 122 
with the expressiveness and diction 
of a radio announcer. 

The rabbanit told President 
Yitzhak Navon that she started the 
first Tora class in her home in the 
Nahlaot neighbourhood when she 


noticed many women idly sitting on 
their doorsteps and staring 
vacuously into the distance.'-'Slnce 
th^n classes have been, organized 
throughout the city, and mothers, 
grandmothers and even great- 
grandmothers attend regularly. 

Aided by Emunah (National 
Religious Women's Organization), 
the rabbanit has also organized 
summer camps for 20,000 mothers, 
swimming classes, excursions 
around the country, sewing classes, 
and tbe regular distribution of 
clothing and food staples (1,300 
needy Jerusalemite families 
received matza and other food last 
Pessahi. 

Navon urged the women to per- 
sist in study, noting that, "if you 
want your children to develop their 
minds, you must develop yours 
also.” He recalled the example of 


Manana, a mother of 10 who works 
as a cleaning woman in a northern 
development town. Speaking, last 
year at a similar gathering, 
Manana said that friends had 
ridiculed her tor wanting to learn at 
her age. "If I were going up four 
flights of stairs,” she explained, 
"and didn’t find the light switch un- 
til the third, should I leave it un- 
touched for the rest of the way up or 
enjoy the light until I reached the 
end?" 

Impressed by her natural wisdom 
and leadership capacity, Navon 
gave her a grant from the 
President's Fund that enabled her 
to stop working and devote herself 
to study. Despite occasional queries 
from friends and teachers on "why 
she’s wasting her time,” Manana is 
progressing quickly and sending 
thick notebooks to the president as 
examples of her homework.

The sources said the clashes oc- 
curred at the O-SalaO Bridge in 
Kampuchea about 10 km. from the 
Thai border, which lies between the 
Vietnamese-controlled Mak Hoe an 
Hill and • the Pol Pot-controlled 
Malal hills. 

The sources said the Vietnamese 
troops were attempting to gain con- 
trol of the bridge so that they could 
transport tanks and other heavy 
weapons Into the Malai hills. ' 

The Pol Pot guerrillas have laid 
ambushes, planted landmines and 
put up fierce resistance to obstruct 
the Vietnamese route. 

■Meanwhile, military sources 


in Bangkok said the Thais have 
moved armoured personnel 
carriers and infantrymen closer to 
the border south of Aranyaprathet 
to contain any spillover from the 
fighting. 

Meanwhile, UN officials at the 
border yesterday began the 
Reorganization of the refugee 
-holding centres at the frontier and 
announced that an estimated 58,400 
Kampucheans would be moved. 

The Sa Kaew camp became the 
centre of controversy last month 
When more than 7,200 Kam- 
pucheans chose to return to their 
homeland in a joint Thai-UN volun- 
tary repatriation programme in 
defiance of warnings by the Hanoi- 
backed .Heng Saiorin regime In 
Phnom Penh. 

The Phnom Penh and Hanoi 
governments have labelled Sa 
Kaew “Pol Pot's camp" inside 
Thailand. 



TOKYO (REUTER). — Japan 
yesterday paid homage to Prime 
Minister Masayoshi Ohira in a 
solemn memorial service attended 
by the largest gathering of world 
leaders ever to assemble here.

New Delhi defends Phnom Penh ties 


NEW DELHI (AP). — A govern- 
ment spokesman said yesterday 
that ‘there was no contradiction 
between India’s criticism of the 
Soviet military presence in 
Afghanistan and its recognition of 
the Vietnamese-installed Heng 
Samrin regime in Kampuchea, 
where there are thousands of Viet- 
namese troops. 

“What may appear as contradic- 
tory to some is flexibility . to 
others," spokesman J.N. Dixit said. 
"Foreign policy has to take into ac- 
count the different situations ex- 
isting Jn different areas." • • 

Dixit added that the airlifting of 
arms to Thailand and “its reper- 
cussions from the other side" was 


also a consideration In the recogni- 
tion of the Phnom Penh govern- 
ment as it constituted “an attempt 
to destabilize the region.” He did 
not specifically mention the U.S. 

“It is not just a question of 
tolerating Vietnamese troops in 
Kampuchea,” Dixit told reporters. 
“India has a limited role. We can- 
not physically organize the 
withdrawal of troops and have to 
depend on diplomatic and political 
means." 

Asked if the Indian decision 
would antagonize the Association of 
Southeast Aslan Nations (ASEAN), 
he said that "antagonism is not the 
only criterion for deciding foreign 
policy."

Nofziger became director of 
Reagan’s newly-founded PAC, 
Citizens for the Republic. Many of 
Reagan's closest political 
associates were either on the staff, 
or receiving fees as consultants. 
The PAC’s first mailing cited 
Reagan’s determination to build a 
grass-roots wave of conservative 
activism. . 

A newsletter featuring a column 
. -by Governor Reagan, and offering 
a conservative news digest,, was- 
.available to donors of $25 or more. 

By 1978, Citizens for the Republic 
had become the most suc c e s s fu l 
PAC in America, fiawpatyniwg on 
behalf of conservative Republican 
candidates, most of whom were 
political-newcomers, Reagan made 
more than -80 appearances across * 
the nation before the 1978 elections. 
On polling day, he had helped to 
elect over 70 conservative 
Republican candidates to 
nationwide offices, more than 60 of 
which were seats in Congress. 

Wary of becoming reliant on ope 
set of advisers, Reagan diversified. 
Mike Denver and Pete Haxmaford, 
hls.-publlo relations team and 
former aides during his California 
governorship, remained separate 
from the PAC. ' 

Hannaford continued to write- 


of Reagan’s key supporters, urging 
them to protest It was an indirect 
way of catapulting Reagan to the 
front of a national movement op- 
posing the treaty, despite Ms reluc- 
tance to do so. 

Reagan, along with Nevada 
Senator Paul l«axalt, became the 
champion of the antf-treaty move- 
• ment. He gained enormous political 
capital for conservatives without 
jeopardizing the treaty's ratifica- 
tion; centring his attack on the dis- 
advantages of the Carter proposal 
rather than Panama’s right to the 
-canal. 

R ,was Mike Deaver who- led 
Reagan astray on another treaty 
issue. Reviving the “Who Lost 
China? 1 ' issue. Deaver used the es- 
tablishment of official relations 
between toe UJ5. and. fixe People’s 
Republic to accuse the Carter ad- 
‘ ministration of selling out Taiwan. 

The recent revelation that 
Deaver received consulting fees 
from the Government of Taiwan — 
-fees which exceeded tbose 
Reagan's PAC was paying — may 
help to. explain his choice of issues, 
Deaver launched a press cam- 
paign, and the Reagan radio 
programmes, newsletter, 
newspaper column and speeches 
rang with rhetoric deploring 
America’s fkllixre to stand by her 
allies. 

The public reception was 
lukewarm. How could on alliance 
so. alarming to the Soviet Union 
be a bad thing? Reagan, 
characteristically ' cautious, 
moderated Ms position by attacking 
not the relations with China but the 
ambiguous language of the treaty. 
Deaver fell into disfavour after 
Reagan’s January campaign 
shake-up, and his influence is 
reportedly on' the wane. * .

■ The PAC’s response scathingly *| 
denounced "Spotlight,” but instead 
of. refuting the paranoid theory, 
Nofsiger claimed that it was simply 
untrue that Reagan was connected 
with the Trilaterahgts. 

Reagan’s former campaign 
• manager and adviser John Sears 
was, however, linked to. the com- 
mission. and the conspiracy 
theorists accordingly revised their 
thesis. Reagan was no longer a 
snake-ln-the%rass but an innocent 
dupe of the Trllaterallsts. Sears' 
consistently poor advice to Reagan 
was designed to wreck Iris cam- 
paign, depriving America, of Its 
only hope. 

It is an absurd coincidence that 
Sears' advice did imperil Reagan’s 
primary campaign, and Ms major 
primary victories followed Sears’ 
dismissal on the eve of the New 
Hampshire contest. 


DESPITE THE ultra-right's .fears, 
Reagan has all the makings of a 
strong president. Richard Nixon en- 
. vioualy characterizes Ms command 
of. the media as “coming on like 
gang-busters.” 

Astute use of Ms PAC baa enhanc- 
ed hfs standing within the party. In- 
creased Ms power fa Congress, and 
larged lines of communication with * 
local government office-holders. 

- The present ambivalence of the 
electorate may mean he will not 
: enjoy a wide margin in November, 
but it will not be aft impediment to 
public popularity. With a well- 
chosen running-mate, Reagan will 
have all the attributes of for- 
midable prasidential power.

A FAMILY-LIKE atmosphere fllle 
the Egyptian House of Represen- 
tatives. Perhaps the custom of 
greeting someone by bussing Mm 
on both cheeks helps maintain good 
personal relations. There are those 
who demonstratively refrain from 
using this greeting, while others 
follow It with a handshake and 
broad smile. 

The members of parliament don’t 
have fixed seats. But it seems that 
members of smaller blocs general- 
ly crowd together and even reserve 
seats for each other. The 866 seats 
actually woodbenchea up-

holstered in green leather and 
arranged fa area. In the first row 
are the seats of the 23 members of 
the cabinet. Between the cabinet 
table and the Speaker's podium are 
. two tables. Around one long, rec- 
tangular table ait 12 duty 
stenographers (male) and 
secretaries (female) who record 
the house proceedings. The second 
table is for the four members of the 
House Committee whose offices are 
fa the building. 

Close by la another and raised 
table that serves both the Speaker 
of the house, who leaves the table 
after Ms short opening comments, 
and also the members of parlia- 
ment who address the house. . 

An Israeli visiting the Egyptian 
'parliament will notice an additional 
point that distinguishes it from the 


Knesset. A member of the house 
may speak for at least five minutes. 
The Speaker of the house follows Ms 
words carefully and glanega at Ms 
watch now and then. But a member 
who speaks beyond Ms allotted time 
is not reprimanded. Words are of 
supreme importance in the Egyp- 
tian House of Representatives. 

The speaker of the house. Dr. 
Soufi Abu Taleb was formerly rec- 
tor of the law faculty of Cairo 
University, of which he had been an 
outstanding student. President 
Sadat Invited Mm to fill the post, 
which la ranked third in the Egyp- 
tian ruling hierarchy. Between Mm 
and the president is the vice- 
president, Hosni Mubarak. Abu 
Taleb *s predecessor as Speaker of 
the house was Sa’id Mar’l, an 
agronomist by profession and an 
experienced politician who Is 
special adviser to Sadat. 


ANOTHER POINT of comparison: 
the salaries of members of parlia- 
ment. It’s rather difficult to get the 
figures from the public relations 
department of the Egyptian parlia- 
ment, but some of the basic facts 
are known. Normally, the house sits 
three times a fortnight. Every 
member of parliament gets a fixed 
salary and a fixed “plus” for atten- 
dance at a sitting. Members living 
at a great distance from Cairo can 


use government transportation 
(free) to get to and from parlia- 
ment. In Cairo, they may put up at 
a special parliamentary guest 
house and take refreshments at the 
Members* Club, both fa Garden Ci- 
ty- 

Generally, parliamentary activi- 
ty continues for eight months. The 
year 1980 will be remembered as 
the busiest fa parliament’s history 
— there hasn’t even been time for 
the normal recess — since the elec- 
tions law was adopted in 1928 and 
the first cabinet took office. 

The house will finally rise fa 
about a week for a month’s recess. 

President Sadat’s statements fa 
April and May that he would devote 
95 per cent of Ms time to domestic 
problems has meant that parlia- 
ment has been kept busy as well. On 
the agenda right now la the Egyp- 
tian budget, and the discussion has 
been long and fatiguing. 


THE FIRST speaker is an elderly 
gentleman fa a dark brown galabla, 
his dark complexion indicating that 
he comes from upper Egypt. In 
flowery language, sprinkled with 
Idioms from the spoken language, 
he gives his fellow members a 
lesson fa the way of life of young 
people fa the villages. “The youth 
are our future,” he declares, and it 
is Clear from tills that he is trying to 


persuade the budget committee to . 
allot sums for financing health,” 
education, cultural and sports 
facilities in the villages distant . 
from the great cities.

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Private consumption back at 1978 level 
as new car sales drop 47 per cent 

Significant reductions 


in private consumption 


.Private consumption fell 7 per 
.cent per capita In the first quarter 
ot. the year, - in real terms, com- 
pared with the preceding three 
months, according to estimates 
released yesterday by the Central 
Bureau of Statistics. 

The decline continues the 4 per 
cent per capita fall of private con- 
sumption In the last quarter of 1979, 
which had wiped out the 3 per cent 
rise In the third quarter and the 1 
per cent increase in the first two 
quarters of ms. All data are 
seasonally adjusted. 


As a result of these changes, 
private consumption per capita was 
f ® ent lower In January-March 
l&JO than in the same period a year 

UgtJ. 


-The decrease in consumption in- 
cluded nearly all articles. Thus, 
food consumption fell by e per cent 
per capita In the first quarter, com- 
pared with the last three months of 
1&79. and so did the consumption of 
personal services. 


The consumption of clothing and 
■ footwear fell even more sharply — 
by 9 per cent, but the sharpest con- 
tractions were in. durable goods. 
Purchases of new cars were down 
'47 ’per cent; household goods, such 
as^tele vision sets, refrigerators and 
washing machines were 34 per cent 
lo.wer. An exception were 


purchases of furniture, which went 
up 6 per cent. 

In January-March of this year, an 
average of no more than 1,800 new 
cars a month were sold — 37. per 
cent less than the average of the 
last quarter of 1979. This followed 
the gradual decline in monthly car 
sales throughout 1979. 

In the first quarter of 1979 the 
monthly average of new cars sold 
was 4.700. In the second quarter, 
the number fell to 4,100, and then to 
3,300 in the third quarter. In the last 
quarter, sales declined to 2,600 a 
month. 

A similar picture is presented by 
sales of television sets. 

In the first quarter of 1980. about 
28,000 sets were sold — 80 per cent 
less than in the preceding quarter. 
In the first quarter of 1978, soles 
were 54,000 sets, declining to 42,000 
In the second, and 33,000 in the third 
quarter. 

In the last three months of 1979. 
sales went up again to 40,000 sets, 
but fell back, as stated, to 28,000 In 
the first quarter of 1980. 

Similarly, the number of washing 
machines sold fell by 29 per cent, to 
12,600 units. In January-March this 
year. 

Total private consumption, in 
constant prices, in the first quarter 
of the year, was back at the level of 
the first half of 1978.

'Today is the first day for real es- 
tate transactions to be made accor- 
ding to the new land betterment 
law approved by the Knesset 
Finance Committee. - 


.The new law exempts sellers of 
flats from 'the tax if they have 
claimed no exemption for the past 
four years. This exemption Is given 
without limit on the value of the flat 
ai& regardless of whether the 
owner or any of his relatives oc- 
cupied it. 

Flats occupied by their owners, 
w$o have no other apartment or 
share In another apartment, are ex- 
empt from the land betterment tax 
whenever they sell, as long as the 
tax' authorities do not become con- 
vinced that such persons make a 


business out of frequently selling 
flats and buying others. If they do 
and are caught, they will have to 
pay income tax. 

From today, transactions that 
have not yet been concluded — if 
leas than 51 per cent of the value 
has been paid by the buyer — may 
take advantage of the new law, at 
the option of the seller. If funds for 
more than 51 per cent of the value 
have changed hands before today, 
the old law applies. 

While the new law abolishes the 
land betterment tax on the con- 
ditions stated above, the Land 
Registry fee has been raised. From 
now on, ownership transfers on 
fiats will pay a Land Registry fee of 
IS150 on the first 13150,000 of the 
sales value, plus 8 per cent on the 
value up to 18500,000, plus 4 per cent 
on the value exceeding 13500,000.

The effective annual interest rate 
on debitory current accounts rose 
to a new peak of 170.5 per cent in the 
first quarter of 1980, according to a 
report published yesterday by the 
Examiner of Banks In the Bank of 
Israel. 

Calculations by Bank of Israel 
economists show that when the in- 
terest rates now prevailing are 
compounded quarterly, the result Is 
an annual rate of 170.5 per cent, 
which represents a real Interest 
rate of 37 per cent per annum when 
account Is taken of the 98.5 per cent 
rate of Inflation. 

In the last quarter of 1979, the 
real . rate of interest had been 
negative — minus 14 per cent, ac- 
cording to a similar calculation for 


that period. 

In quarterly terms, it emerges 
from the data that while the con- 
sumer price index in the first 
quarter of 1980 rose by 18.4 per cent, 
the Interest rate was 28.3 per cent 
In the last quarter of 1979 the price 
rise was 27.9 per cent, while the In- 
terest rate lagged behind at 23.5 per 
cent. 


A DIRECTORY of 201 approved 
tours has been published, with bus 
companies agreeing not to make 
any changes in route, accommoda- 
tion or price without government 
approval.

These lags and jumps In the in- 
terest rate reflect uncertainty 
regarding the future rate of infla-

TOURISM enterprises will now be 
able to benefit from the Industry, 
Trade and Tourism Ministry 
special loan fund for exporters, for 
financing such overseas activities 
as exhibitions, sales campaigns, 
advertising and market research.

TEL AVIV. — Nearly a. year ago, 
when Londoner Michael Peters was 
on aplane to TeiAvlv a storyinTha 
Jermtlem. Post on the- Packagin g 
and Plastics show* then- being held 
here caught his eye. During his stay 
Peters visited .the offices, of The 
Post and announced that he was 
planning to do something to im- 
prove the packaging of Israeli ex- 
port products. 

Coming from anybody, else this 
could have been considered nothing 
more than a boast But Peters, 89, is 
considered Britain's — if not 
Europe's — leading designer of 
packaging. Peters was back here 
recently for a stint of guest lec- 
turing at Jerusalem's Bessie! 
Academy of Art sponsored by the 
British Council. His lectures at- 
tracted a wide audience of students, 
.artists and manufacturers. 

Peters, whose family name' was 
once Petchalnlk, is the epitome of 
the self-made man. A one-time stu- 
dent at the London College of Prin- 
ting, he was granted a scholarship 
to the prestigious Tale U niv er si ty 
School of Art and Architecture. 
But the scholarship (fid not cover all 
expenses, and he was short of . more 
than $6,000. His plight received 
broad . press coverage, and just 
when lie despaired of getting the 
necessary assistance, he received a 
'call from a man who volunteered to 
help him. 

Over the years ' Peters and his 
associates built up their firm into 
one of the most successful design 
shops in England. His clients in- 
clude such .blue-chip firms as 
Seagrams, Kraft, Bayer, Johnson 
Wax and Beecham, to mention a 
few. Some' 40 per cent of the firm’s 
work la for clients outside of Great 
Britain. 

. The one-time Impoverished stu- 
dent some time ago received one of 
England's most cherished awards 
in the field, when he was made a 
fellow of the Royal Society of In- 
dustrial Artists. 

Part of .Peters’ success is un- 
doubtedly due .to his appearing on 
the scene some ten years ago, at a 
time when England was lagging In 
industrial packaging design. He 



Michael Peters 

preached the gospel that the 
package Is the single most Impor- 
tant factor in marketing. He con- 
tended that the package Is ' as Im- 
portant as the product itself, and 
that a well-designed package baaed 
- on the right concept, will succeed. A 
well -designed package based on the 
wrong concept, however, will faiI7 
he said. 

In due course the message got 
through to more and more In- 
dustrial concerns, and the firm of 
Michael Peters and Partners grew 
and prospered. Today it employs 
about 25 individuals In the design of 
packages. 

Michael Peters now has his 
"designs" on Israel. “If Israel Is to 
exploit fully the export oppor- 
tunities provided by the European 
Economic Community, it must up- 
grade its packaging design. I intend 
to meet with, the heads of a number 
of Industries to offer them our ser- 
vices. If we can work for 
Bloozningdales In New York, out of 
our London office. It should be no 
problem to assist Israeli concerns," 
he said. 

If he succeeds in gaining a 
foothold on the local scene, he la 
prepared to open a branch office 
here, he added. 

• It Is no mean task be baa set for 
himself, since Israeli manufac- 
turers are traditionally conser- 
vative and not prone to rapid 
changes. But this type of thinking 
has not deterred Michael Peters in 
. the past. 


TEL AVIV. — The stock market 
yesterday set & new record for tur- 
novers — ILL, 068m. — and in doing 
so, aU sectors, except commercial 
banks, dropped heavily by up to 10 
per cent.

EVER SINCE he took office. Finance Minister Hurvitz, instead 
of offering 1 the public a coherent economic programme, has 
been springing upon It one stopgap measure after the other. 
Each such measure was heralded as a milestone on the road to 
salvation, but none has so far brought it visibly nearer. Still, Mr. 
Hurvitz is claiming resounding success. 

One would think that presentation of &. national budget — a 
revised one, since events have made the original, only four 
months Old, hopelessly obsolete — might at long last produce a 
pattern out of the patchwork. 

But perusal of the document presented to the Knesset on Mon- 
day shows that this Is not to be. On the contrary, this 
remarkable paper is an outright denial of the need for, and the 
.possibility of, an economic programme. 

; Its summary says that- “in the circumstances of the Israeli 
-economy, economic policy, in the monetary area as well as in 
: the wage area, must be dynamic and undergo adjustments in its 
implementation.” This is partly meaningless add partly a hint 
-that in the future, too, we shall have to rely on the finance 
minister’s improvisations. 

Then comes the flat statement: ‘“There is no purpose or logic 
:to presenting at this.time aqy quantitative goals, in real or in 
.nominal terms, except for a few numtha ahead. This we have 
:done so far and shall continue to do in the future.” 

: The authors of this astonishing equation of an economic 
•programme with a non-programme do not really mean to make 
a virtue of ignorance and unpredictability. They only mean to 
shroud the Treasury's future actions in battle-fog. 

Fog, however, Is a good carrier of sound. And the message 
-rings loud and clear: the remedy for both inflation and our 
balance of payments problems is recession — less output, less 
investment, high unemployment, a sharply reduced living stan- 
dard, except for defence. 

We have tried the remedy before, in 1966-67. at a ruinously 
high cost that would have become disastrous had not the Six- 
Day War pulled us out of the trough. In present conditions, it Is 
far from certain that even that harsh remedy will work. We may 
end up with nothing better than hyperstagfiation. 

Most of the revisions in the revised national budget are within 
the margin of error of post-factum measurement, or are wishful 
hopes — except for the predicted 3.7 per cent fail in per capita 
consumption. To achieve that, real wages will have to shrink by 
twice as much — which they will, if the wage agreement just 
signed will hold up. 

The call for lower living standards may be justified, in present 
conditions. But it would have been more acceptable than it is 
likely to be if the Treasury were not so busy forgoing billions of 
shekels in tax revenue for the greater good of the affluent, com- 
pensating for these losses by higher taxes of the kind that fails 
mainly on lower income groups. 

Even less acceptable is the announcement, in this document, 
that the Treasury will work out a hew political-defence- 
economic doctrine that should permit defence expenditures to 
be cut back to the pre-Yom Kippur share of the national 
product. For the Treasury to claim the capacity of formulating 
such & revolutionary defence doctrine without the backup of a 
radically new national strategy, is simply absurd. If what lurks 
behind this claim Is some undisclosed novel defence doctrine, it 
must first be disclosed. 

In either case, the issue surely cannot be left to the im- 
provisations of the finance minister and his advisers. 


Anderson and the 


Jewish vote 


UNDETERRED by any possible criticism that he is, in effect, 
washing dirty American linen in foreign places. Congressman 
John Anderson Is in Israel now on the first leg of a tour that will 
also take him to Egypt, France, Germany and Britain — and is 
part of his campaign for the U.S. presidency. 

Mr. Anderson is no ordinary candidate, even as an indepen- 
dent . A maverick Republican, entirely on his own, he is op- 
posing both his party's apparent standard bearer. Governor 
Ronald Reagan, and the evident choice of the Democrats, Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter. IBs chances of making it to the White House 
as an independent are for the moment, and cm the evidence of 
the past, rather slim. 

But the independent Mr. Anderson does hold a considerable 
appeal to a large body of Americans. 

To them, the middle-of-the-road, forceful and articulate Mr. 
Anderson, who addresses himself directly to the real issues, 
beckons a new hope. 

A large number of them happen to he Jews ; indeed, according 
to one recent poll a majority of American Jews are now Ander- 
son backers. One important reason for their current readiness 
to support for president has to do with Israel. 

As they see it, Mr. Carter has proved himself an uncertain 
friend of the Jewish State, and Mr. Reagan, despite his sweet 
assurances, is likely to turn in no better performance. Mr. 
Anderson alone, they think, promises to be a man of his word. 

Such an open .bid for the Jewish vote, on strictly “ethnic" 
grounds, would have been frowned upon in earlier times. Today, 
the existence of the "Jewish vote,” once furiously denied when 
it was not reviled, is accepted as a legitimate aspect of U.S. 
democra cy, as l a et hnic bloc votin g in general. ■ 

He is "conducting himself, however, with all the caution and 
circumspection of a future president. While he proclaims the un- 
ity of Jerusalem by bodily violating the “Mondale formula” he 
won’t commit himself to a transfer of the U.S. embassy from Tel 
Aviv except as the “final act of the .peace .process.” He 
demurs at M r. Cart er's highl1ghting_of Jhe Wes t Bank 
settlements as a roadblock to peace, but does not hide his belief 
that the settlements must serve a security purpose, and be 
negotiable. He objects to the PLO's taking part In any peace 
talks, but only so long as it refuses to acknowledge Israel’s in- 
dependence. 

Israelis, especially those in power, might well take heed. For 
Mr. Anderson’s rhetoric plainly represents the outer limit of 
American political support of this country’s positions. 


Labour’s blow to 
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AS FAR AS I can ascertain. King 
Hussein does not know Y Israel 
G&lili personally. But he knows all 
about him. 


Very possibly, Galili'a name used 
to come up at the king's secret 
meetings with Israeli ministers. 
Perhaps Hussein recalls the 
Israelis whispering among 
themselves, “What would Galili 
say?” and shaking their heads 
grimly.

Israel Broadcasting Authority chairman 
RBUVEN YARON answers criticism on the 
media’s handling of the Yarden kidnapping. 


True, the atmosphere waa severe 
and sombre, but this was a reflec- 
tion of the tragic topic: any levity 
would have been quite out of place. 
Moreover, aa a - general rule, I 
prefer distant correctness to the 
synthetic camaraderie with first 
names and (figurative) hackslap- 
ping, which one encounters all too 
frequently. 

True, journalists are not officers 
of the law, nor did the interviewing 
panel constitute a public commis- 
sion of inquiry. A tendency, which 
may occasionally be present in 
journalists, to set themselves up as 
judges, ought, of course to be 
reproved. But In this particular in- 
stance I did not have the feeling 
that the interviewers sinned in that 
respect. 


In any case, one must not lose 
sight of the fact that it is the task of 
journalists to ask questions — even 


questions- which quite probably 
(and properly) will elicit no 
response. The basic criterion is 
whether the question is Interesting; 
whether it would have been put by 
an Intelligent viewer if he had the 
occasion to do so. 

- It Is not the Interviewers' task to 
decide beforehand which question 
the interviewee might want to 
evade or avoid. In this particular 
case, a great many questions had to 
remain unanswered, but no harm 
-was done by asking them. Mr. 
Shaflr would not have deserved Ms 
high post if he had not known how to 
parry;., .. 

I believe that; in this Interview 
both sides did .quite well. Akztn had" 
high praise for the way Shaflr' 
handled a delicate, even difficult, 
situation; basically I would agree. 
Akzin was critical of tha Inter- 
viewers, but even so could not help 
noting that “there was nothing 
wrong with the questions. They 
were well thought-out, and well 
phrased.” 


ON THE second, more significant 
issue — the lesson to be derived by 


the media concerning their part In 
the handling of the Oron Yarden 
tragedy — Akzin did us a service by 
raising the question. But it was less 
♦h*n fortunate that he at once went - 
on to postulate — and attack — “an 
arrogant claim, of media in- 
fallibility.” 

True, the media are hardly 'eager 
to admit error, and I have more 
than once had occasion to complain 
about this reluctance; but then, let 
us charitably remember that the 
art, or virtue, of self-criticism is not 
exactly widespread In other walks 
of life either. 

. In any case, there Is a great 
difference between a (deplorable) 
reluctance to apologise And a rieari 
papal doctrine of Infallibility. Let 
us beware of exaggeration. 

For .the purpose of inquiring into 
media activities, the, kidnapping 
tragedy falls into three stages. 
First, the two days before the crime 
was made public. Second, the three- 
week period of anxiety, 
culminating with the tragic dis- 
covery of the victim’s body. Final- 
ly, the aftermath — the arrest of the 
suspect and his "cooperation” with 


the police. _ . . 

The media, all of them, knew of 
tile kidnapping within hours of it oc- 
curring. lodged, it waa probably the 
police themselves who informed 
them, at the same time asking them 
not to break the st ory. In my view, 
the voluntary restraint exercised 
by the media is to he commended. I 
say so, in the face of doubts ex- 
. pressed by some people in radio 
and TV. . 

The police were right to ask, and 
the media were right to acquiesce. 
It was a desperate situation. Accor- 
ding to standards of behaviour still 
prevailing in this country, the 
media had to comply, and they did 
so. In some countries, the ' Media 
might have acted differently. But I 
do not believe that that la an exam- 
ple which should be emulated. 

Secondly, the prolonged period of 
anxiety., starting with the botched 
ransom money drop, and the con- 
sequent release of the story. The 
case unavoidably became the cen- 
tre of interest, and the media, 
catered to the detire of the public 
“to be informed” (even misin- 
formed, as happened all top often).

Changing ministers and 
governments Is not the ultimate 
solution to our problems; it is the 
spirit of the people which will make 
or break our society. Our media can 
do much to strengthen that spirit.
